Tho first settlement was maili' 
here aboul the year I{-37,and for a long lime' 
they had but a weekly stage, nu'.ll some ten 
years ago they were able lo get II twiw a 
a week, aud from that lime until llio arri- 
val of the I. IS. A W. liallroad tills wfi all 
tho communication they had with Ihe outer 
ivorld. 


Having made Ihe acquaintance of one ol 


[lie oldest sealers, and finding him a very 
pleasant man, and much belter informed 
Chan tho majority, I was enabled to gain a 
few lads pertaining lo tho.'D days. 


Tha only market they had was hi Chica- 


go. When a man had filly bushels of wheat 
lo sell he >voulJ pack a Urge prl of provi- 
sions and set out on his journey, eating 
from his pail during tho day, and sleeping 
under his wagon al night, Wilh average 
good luck ho could make Chicago in six 
days, and then would receive aboul twenty 
five cents per builiel for bis grain.

his Iwidvc dollars and fifty cents lie could 
noi alford lo stop al any hotel, and thus tin- 
calculation always was to pul in provision 
enough on Iho slarl from home lo labl until 
the return. Wilh snob a condition of lliings 
they did not allcnipt lo r.iiriu much of any- 
Ihlng but caule and hogs, and very few ui" 
Ihtse. Most of their trading was ilono by 
exchange and from all accounts it look a large 
cart load of any kind of produce lo purchase 
a common hat. 


But what iiiiercitcd me moitwiu the ac- 


count of Ihe nrst slove in Iho lowu, which 
was obtained about twenly years agu by Ihis 
same informant, and iu the following man- 
ner.

rowed money one side and found himself 
possessed of a balance of Iwelve dollars and 
Qfly cents. Purchasing Ids slove.for which 
he paid len dollars, he limricd home wilh 
his prize.
